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) be is quite obvious that under the present conditions 
as to the provision of houses it is no longer practicable 
to enforce _the established bye-laws controlling the 
methods of construction admissible. Even in respect 
of those designed to follow more or less traditional lines 
many variations in structural details must be expected 
and the task of agreeing as to the suitability of these 
will rest with the technical advisers to the local 
authorities who will be unable to apply existing bye- 
laws and will have to make their decisions solely on the 
basis of their own views [as ;to efficiency, it not being 
feasible to provide bye-laws to meet methods still in 
course of development and for materials still being 
tested. Many substitutes, both for brickwork and 
timber, are thought to be of value, while the structure 
aims at equal or even greater permanence than what has 
hitherto been the general practice. 


Then again we see various schemes for erecting 
a skeleton framework to carry, in the first place, substi- 
tute materials for the outer walls and roof, afterwards 
intended to be replaced by more permanent ones. Such 
cases would probably be met by a licence for a term of 
years, to be made permanent when the buildings took 
their ultimate form. 


Something on the same lines would be required in the 
licensing of those prefabricated buildings which are 
recognised as having only a limited life, but in these 
cases more latitude will have to be given both as to 
the structures and the general planning because they are 
usually in a form differing from that designed for 
permanent houses ; for example, the large proportion of 
one-storey buildings makes demands for site planning 
differing from the normal, but afterwards capable of 
being changed to that suited to those of two storeys 
which are, as a rule, found to be the more economical 
and satisfactory type for small houses. As far as 
possible, roads and sewers should be laid out to provide 
equally well for both the primary and the subsequent 
utilisation of the land, but this will demand a series of 
ad hoc studies only to be laid down in bye-laws framed on 
very general lines, indicating rather than defining what 
is required. 

In order to protect the public from the not unlikely 
production of houses, entitled “ prefabricated,’ which 
might easily be foisted on them as spurious imitations 
of the better ones now being devised, it will certainly 
be necessary to draft some regulations for this class of 
building, as there is nothing at the present time on which 
local bodies can decide what is admissible and what may 
not be. Probably the most important demand in these 
regulations would be to ensure that such structures, 
during their limited life, should at least be vermin-proof, 
as if not they would easily develop into the most 
appalling slums. It may be desirable to insist on 
adequate surface covering and on solid construction in 
impervious material for at least a foot or so above the 
ground level. 

Perhaps we have said enough on these points to 
indicate, first, that the existing bye-laws cannot operate, 
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and, secondly, that they cannot be immediately re- 
placed without impairing the advance of building 
construction now in progress by the aid of scientific 
research and numerous new ideas in the use of materials 
and their influence on constructive methods. Bye-laws 
have always lagged behind building practice, and have 
consequently retarded progress, so that the present 
crisis, which has put them for the moment quite out of 
court, seems to offer a good opportunity for reconsidering 
the whole position. Not only as regards construction, 
but also in the field of planning, has it demanded constant 
and sustained effort to bring them into line with advances 
in practice, and this state of things would continue 
unless some way is found to keep regulations abreast of 
those methods which have been accepted as in the best 
interests of the public. ’ 

The progress made in site planning has driven into 
obsolescence the rules as to road widths, and specific 
requirements as to heights of buildings and site coverage 
are following on the same lines. What may be 
applicable in one case may be quite inappropriate 
elsewhere, and while admitting that there are a number 
of regulations that experience has shown to be valid 
and rational, there are many others that cannot be 
defended as in accordance with present-day knowledge. 
Taking the case of brickwork, no consideration is given 
to the bearing quality of the bricks employed ; a brick is 
a brick, despite the fact that some can carry three times 
as much weight as others. Then, again, little encourage- 
ment is given to the use of hollow or of cellular walling ; 
some materials are entirely ignored, and any types of 
construction departing from the ordinary can only be 
introduced with difficulty. 

Passing on to questions of masses and heights, 
limitations by street widths and frontages often fail 
to give the best results, being in some cases too drastic, 
in others too liberal. In a land such as ours, having 
a somewhat limited amount of sunlight, aspect is a vital 
factor in design, but this is not recognised in any bye- 
law ; even smoke abatement is not yet being adequately 
dealt with. The provisions as to cubic space and 
ventilation are primitive and cannot be called scientific ; 
in fact, we should like to see our bye-laws as a whole 
reviewed by the technicians, economists and sociologists, 
looking into all those aspects that appear defective in 
failing to achieve what they aim at. 

Even then, this does not settle the point that it is 
questionable if we can reach the best standards of 
planning and building with the bye-laws in full control ; 
is it not imaginable that ideas and new methods will 
always require an over-riding body qualified to test 
their merits and to enlarge or revise any rules that 
conflict with them? This is too heavy a task for local 
bodies or their technical officers, already fully occupied 
by an increasing number of functions and, though in 
a few cases local considerations may influence the 
results, it seems as if the first move would have to come 
from the Ministry of Health, with other Government 
Departments. and perhaps also aided by consultants 
in the Universities. 
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NOTES AND NEWS 


Development of New Towns. 

Tue appointment of Lord Reith as 
Chairman of the committee to report on 
proposals for the development of new 
towns was announced, on September 19th, 
by the Minister of Town and Country Plan- 
ning, Mr. Lewis Silkin, addressing the 
Town and Country Pianning Summer 
School, at Bristol. Mr. Silkin said that one 
of the most difficult problems was that of 
fitting the new urban growth into the 
existing structure of local government. 
He realised the anxieties of the local 
authorities on this score, and he proposed 
shortly to open conversations with repre- 
sentative local authority organisations 
— rm it. He also proposed to appoint a 

ew Towns Committee under the Chair- 
manship of Lord Reith with the following 
terms of reference :— 

““To consider the general questions of 
the establishment, development, organisa- 
tion and administration that will arise in 
the promotion of New Towns in further- 
ance of a policy of planned decentralisation 
from congested prban areas; and in ac- 
cordance therewith’ to suggest guiding 
principles on which such Towns should ke 
established and developed as_ self-con- 
tained and balanced communities for work 
and living.”’ 

He referred to the fact that a Bill deal- 
ing with the problem of compensation and 
betterment was to be introduced during 
the present session of Parliament. 

A solution of the compensation and 
betterment problem necessitates the exist- 
ence of an effective system of planning 
control, and the Local Planning Authori- 
ties must be ready to exercise far-reaching 
new powers with courage and constructive 
wisdom. 


Need for More Town Planners. 

Mr. SILxrw spoke, in conclusion, of the 
urgent need for a greater number of quali- 
fied members of the planning profession. 
“* Our present information shows,” he said, 
“‘an immediate need of 1,600 planners, 
with an ultimate figure of a possible 2,500. 
It is estimated that to meet this need 
there are at present less than a thousand 
persons with planning qualifications or ex- 
perience, either in this country or in the 
Forces.’” This was a situation which 
might, without undue exaggeration, be 
described as a crisis. They must stimu- 
late an adequate new entry into the pro- 
fession, but in the meanwhile something 
might be done to bridge the gap if archi- 
tects, engineers and surveyors of proved 
competence could be persuaded to enter 
the planning field now. 


Sir Hubert Llewellyn Smith, G.C.B. 
Tue death last week of Sir Hubert 
Llewellyn Smith removes a figure who— 
apart from his great work as an adminis- 
trator in the Board of Trade and in other 
capacities—did much for the encourage- 
ment of art in industry. He had written 
one of the standard books on the subject, 
“Economic Laws of Art Production,”’ 
now unfortunately out of print, but re- 
markable for its practical outlook on a 
subject on which a deal of vague 
opinion has been published. Like all his 
social work, and this extended into many 
fields, his views on art in industry were in- 
formed by a full knowledge of people in 
all walks of life—a knowledge which was 
happily applied in his direction of the 
New Survey of London Life and Labour, 
in which he brought Charles Booth’s great 
survey up to date. Sir Hubert’s practical 
sympathy with artists was shown by the 
enduring interest he took in the work of 
the Central School of Arts and Crafts and 
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in the origin of the ‘‘ Recording Britain ” 
pictures in the early part of the war which 
gave work and encouragement to artists at 
a time when painting was in danger of 
becoming a neglected art.

THE LADYBOWER RESERVOIR, DERWENT VALLEY 


On TurspaAy THE KING AND QUEEN 
inaugurated the Ladybower Reservoir of 
the Derwent Valley Water Board. With 
a surface area of 504 acres, a perimeter of 
13 miles, and a maximum depth of 135 ft., 
the réservoir is said to be the largest arti- 
ficial reservoir within an carthwork em- 
bankment in Great Britain, if not in 
Europe. The work has changed the face 
of the district. The villages of Ashopton 
and Derwent have been submerged, though 
the historic Packhorse Bridge has been

removed and will be re-erected elsewhere. 
Derwent Hall (1672) was also pulled down, 
though the oak panelling and other 
features have been saved The reservoir— 
which will hold 6,300 million gallons and 
will serve the cities of Derby, Leicester, 
Nottingham and Sheffield—is crossed by 
two viaducts,.of which that at Ashopton 
is illustrated. 

The reservoir was designed by Mr. H. P. 
Hill, M.Inst.C.E, (G. H. Hill and Sons, 
of Manchester), and carried out by Mr. 





Richard Baillie, of Haddington, East 
Lothian. The viaducts at Ashopton and 
Ladybower were designed by Mr. David 
Anderson, M.Inst.C.E. (of Mott, Hay and 
Anderson, of Westminster), and Mr. 
William Keay, M.Inst.C.E., of Leicester, 
the contractors being Messrs. Holloway 
Bros, (London), Ltd. 


HOUSING STAFF 
ACCELERATED RELEASE. 

In Circular 163/45, the Minister of 
Health refers to Circular 103/45 and 
states that further consideration has been 
given to the need for the return to Local 
Authorities of those of their officers now 
with the Services who are urgently re- 
quired in connection with their housing 
schemes. This applies not only to techni- 
cal staff but also to administrative, legal 
and clerical personnel. 

Each Local Authority is requested to 
inform the Department :— 

(a) The names of the officers engaged on 
housing work for whose release ther have 
already asked the Department during the 
past 12 months; 

(b) The names of the officers who have 
resumed duty with the Local Authority. 

In order that full advantage may be 
taken of the scheme of releases under 
Class B, information should be given at 
once: of those officers whose retum’ is 
urgently necessary if the Council’s hous- 
ing schemes are to develop. It will be 
appreciated that the operation of the Class 
B arrangements is possible only if applica- 
tions are: limited to those people whose 
services are essential at this stage to en- 
sure progress. Information should include 
answers to certain points set out in the 
appendix to the Circular. Where the re 
lease required is not that of one of the 
local authority’s own staff but gf their 
firm of consultants the. application should 
be made by the firm to the Minister of 
Works, supported where appropriate by a

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COTTAGE WORK 


IN HEREFORDSHIRE, 
GLOUCESTERSHIRE & SURREY

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Mr. H. 8S. GoopHart-RENDEL HAS 
recently designed some cottages to fill 
particular needs, and three examples of 
these are now illustrated—a pair of cot- 
tages at Marlow, near Leintwardine, Here- 
fordshire; a pair at Prinknash, Glouces- 
tershire; and a block of four, designed for 
aged persons, at East Clandon, Surrey. 

The plans of the two pairs of cottages 
are adapted to the needs of rural 
workers. Foremost amongst these needs 
is that of a good shed forming the normal 
means of entrance, and, as it were, the 
atrium of the cottage. Front doors are 
provided, but will probably never be used 
except on rare ceremonial occasions, Roof 
space for the storage of apples, etc., is 
approached from the first floor. 

The Marlow cottages have a ground- ns 
floor room that can be used alternatively Seneus 3 pie case ite a, Ss. 
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ag parlour or bedroom. Its win- 
dows are arranged to suit it more 
especially for the latter use. Every 
village needs some cottages with 
ground floor bedrooms that can be 
made available for. families attend- 
ing an infirm person. The Prink- 
nash cottages are more ambitious in 
their provisions, having three bed- 
rooms upstairs as well as the par- 
lour below. 

The Marlow cottages are being 
built of whitewashed brick with a 
roof of grey Welsh slates. It is 
hoped that Prinknash cottages may F 
be built as shown of stone dug from 
near the site, with the upper storey 
of painted weatherboarding. The 
roofs of these cottages will prob- 
ably have to be covered with slate. 

The cottages for aged persons at 
East Clandon, Surrey (illustrated 
on page 248) have certain novel 
features. In East Clandon, as in 
most other villages, there is a need 
for small, labour-saving dwellings 
to be occupied by widows or other 
annuitants. The block of four 
illustrated is to be built forthwith. 

Two of the cottages have a spare 
bedroom in the upper storey for 
occasional occupation by a son or 
other visitor. The external char- 
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acter of the building is strictly in 
accord with that of the surrounding 
cottages so that the block may be 
in no way distinguished from the 
rest of the village by any. alms- 
house-like or institutional charac- 


rooms, but this at the present time 
cannot be avoided. The walls 
would be faced with thin, red bricks 
bought before the war; the roof 
would be of hand-made tiles. 
Almost all the cottages in the vil- 


lage have leaded glazing, and it is 
therefore proposed that these should 
have it also, if it can be obtained. 
It seems to be as popular with the 
tenants as wood or metal sash-bars 
are generally unpopular.

THE ‘‘ORLIT’’ METHOD IS THE OUTCOME OF MANY 
experiments to provide a system of construction for 
permanent multi-storey. domestic buildings. The 
photographs and drawings show a pair of demonstra- 
tion houses built in Colnbrook. 

Construction.—The construction of the shell can 
be described as a precast reinforced concrete frame 
with cavity walls held in position by the columns of 
the frames. The frames have been designed for quick 
erection by unskilled labour, and both the vertical 
and horizontal connections o4,their component parts 
can be carried out in a very simple way. The vertical 
connections are formed by bolting together | steel 
plates cast into the ends of the columns, and the

horizontal ones by pouring a small amount of con- 
crete into the eavities at the ends of column brackets 
and beams, which contain the overlapping ‘steel 
reinforcement. The connections are made at points 
where the bending stresses in the structure are low, 
preferably at points of contraflexure.. These simple 
operations engender monolithic frames, providing 
support to floor and roof beams and acting as 
stiffeners to the outer walls. 

The walls consist of two leaves, the outer being 
formed with special] stonefaced dense concrete slabs, 
the inner in turn built up with lightweight wall slabs 
for better thermal insulation. The two leaves are 
connected by means of metal tie-wedges and bonders,

which make them act as a single 
wall. The finish of the external 
slabs is an integral part of the 
slabs themselves, achieved by ex- 
posing stone or marble chippings 
through mechanical treatment of 
the surfaces. There is a wide range 
of attractive colours and textures. 
Medium-sized slabs have been 
chosen as a useful modular unit, 
both for planning and fenestration. 
The relatively small slabs have also 
the advantage that any expansion 
or contraction could be easily 
absorbed. by the joints, most essen- 
tial in that the inner and outer 
skins have to react very differently 
to moisture movement or thermal 
expansion. The slabs are jointed 
by means of cement-gauged lime 
mortar, and the pointing is carried 
out in the same material. 
Concrete channels have been 
adopted for floors and roofs, but 
combined concrete and timber floors 
or pitched roofs can be constructed 
alternatively. The concrete frames 
can be replaced by steel frames 
when material and skilled labour 
will be available. Yet concrete has 
@ very great advantage in the fact 
that no skilled labour is required 
for production or erection. All 
materials are immediately  avail- 
able in all parts of the country. The 


manufacture of all constructional 
units can be easily carried out on 
the site, and everything can be 
stored in the open before being 
sent to its definite location. The 
materia] resists fire, impacts and 
weathering. 

The setting out on the site is sim- 
plified by the employment of a 
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special jig, which follows the out- 
lines of the building, This jig fixes 
distances and levels of the column 
bases, and holds them in position 
during concreting of foundations. 
Shuttering is fixed to the jig for the 
exact positioning of the concrete 
curb. 

THERMAL INSULATION. — Thermal 
insulation of walls and roofs is 
stated to compare favourably with 
the latest standards of traditional 
construction. 

Sounp Insutation.—The efficacy 
of the system with regard to sound 
reduction is apparent, due to the 
weight of the materials and dis- 
continuity of the ‘construction of 
the party walls. The sound reduc- 
tion factor of the party wall is 
R. = 56. 

Piannine.—The design of build- 
ings is governed by the 2 ft. module 
introduced for the construction of 
walls, and any layout should easily 
fit this modular pattern. The 


' photographs show houses of 880 


sq. ft. of floor area, being the types 
built with Government subsidy, but 
other type plans go to indicate 
that the design of larger or 
smaller houses is in no way diffi- 
cult. Terraced grouping of houses 
can be achieved with’ the usual 
amendments of the end walls, and 
the system of construction can be 
adopted for the design of multi- 
storey flats, schools, etc. 

EQuIPpMENT.—The equipment of 
the houses complies with British 
standards. : 

Fioors.—These are as follows :— 
Living room, jointless “‘ Semtex ”’ 
floor; hall, kitchen, bath and 
lavatory, “‘Orlit’”’ tiles; bedrooms, 
Columbian pine strip flooring; ceil- 
ings, plasterboard fixed to battens. 
Roofing is built-up ‘‘ Ruberoid ” 
covering; hot water supply, Sadia 
U.D.B. hot water storage heater; 
and refrigerator, ‘ Electrolux.” 


Kitchen and built-in furniture was 
supplied by Kandya, Ltd. 

Cost.—By comparison ‘of estim- 
ates, it was found that the cost of 
houses can very nearly be expressed 
as £1 per sq. ft. of floor area, i.e., 
£880 for 880 sq. ft. type.

Tue problem of dealing with old = 
perty, designed (apparently) to absorb a 
maximum of servant and housewife hours 
in its management, is receiving the atten- 
tion of almost every urban eT 
Every town has its street or streets which, 
while no longer genteel and dignified, are 
not so sick with the cancer of depreciation 
that they cannot even yet be saved by an 
operation—albeit a major operation. ; 

Depreciation beyond habitable condi- 
tion aggravates the housing problem in 
two ways. In addition to creating a hous- 
ing shortage through the individual house 
peing no longer available, it results in a 
gradual lowering of the standard of the 
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street. Good tenants leave the street, and 
rents, insufficient to meet the maintenance 
costs, are changed, in order to attract a 
different class of tenant, the result being 
that tenants to whom the property is 
totally unsuited occupy the houses. 

Often the tenants are of the worst type— 
the type of which have yet to be educated 
to a higher standard of living. But just 
as often they are citizens of small 
income who, while the rent is within their 
capacity, find it beyond their means to 
buy the necessary fittings, nor have they 
the time, or possibly the energy, to keep 
as they would wigh a house designed for a 
much higher income level. 
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A Rehousing Opportunity. 

The problem is not new, but before the 
war the solution was nothing short of a 
clearance scheme involvi many good 

roperties. Now, as a result of the war, 
ocal authorities have an opportunity of 
both easing their housing problem and 
avoiding potential slums if they tackle 
the conversion of old ‘dwellings whole- 
heartedly. 

Under Ministry of Health Circular 2871 
(not to be confused with the new M.o.H. 
direction on requisitioning empty houges), 
property can be requisitioned and con- 
verted to provide additional housing 
accommodation at a cost not exceeding 
£400 per flat or £500 per house. One 
of the fe differences of opinion 
between | authorities and the Govern- 
ment Departments is in the matter of 
subsidy on housing. Here it does not 
arise, for the Government will reimburse 
the total capital cost, and, indeed, my 
experience is that there has so far been no 
cheegeparing in the field of conversion 
where approval ‘to expenditure is con- 
cerned. 

There is, therefore, every inducement 
for ‘the local authority to handle the 
problem wholeheartedly and to see that a 
high standard of planning is maintained. 
It is more difficult to apply one’s enthu- 
siasm to conversion than to ‘‘ brave new”’ 
estates. Nevertheless, the collective con- 
tribution to the easing of the housing 
problem in this manner can be enormous 
if the will ig there. 


Procedure. 

The procedure adopted by the writer’s 
authority is first to invite the owner to 
make the property habitable or to convert 
it into flats, as the case may be, with the 
offer of technical assistance up to the point 
of assisting him to arrive at a decision. 
There is little inducement for the owner, 
as he can normally never h to see a 
return for the necessary capital outlay. 
Almost invariably, therefore, he indicates 
that he hag no intention of und ing the 
work, whereupon the authority, with the 
approval of the Ministry of Health, requi- 
Fag yt Pi ae aa Tt is found that in 
the case of dilapi property it is wise 
to + a few pounds on Gealing up 
windows on the ground floor to prevent 
entry immediately the property is entered 
for the purpose of survey. It is my ex- 
perience that so soon as the authority 
announces its interest, the owner ceases to 
give it attention. Materials of substantial 
value, particularly joinery, are often, in 
consequence, removed by unauthori 

ersons. Extras are palatable to nobody, 
east of all the architect. 


Planning Self-contained Tenements. 

In the matter of planning, nothing short 
of complete self-containment should in 
my judgment, be aimed at, and most of the 
old properties can with ingenuity be so 
adapted. To plan on a theory that inti- 
mate facilities can be shared between occu- 
piers shows a lack of appreciation of the 
social problem which should inspire every 
stroke of the architect’s pencil in his 
handling (inter alia) of conversion 
problems. 

The type of property vacant or becoming 
vacant at the present time in urban areas 
includes :— 

The narrow-fronted terrace house— 
dilapidated beyond uge for living; 

The large type of house requisitioned 
by the Services during the war and 
usually in fair condition; and 

Disused living space over shops. 

The most common type, and the most 
difficult of conversion, is the narrow- 
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fronted terrace type. Inevitably the 
entrance hall and stairs must be planned 
on a communal basis. Cleaning is a prob- 
lem which mugt be determined by a clearly 
understood tenancy agreement, but arti- 
ficial lighting is often a source of disagree- 
ment and can best be met by a separate 
circuit for lighting common to more than 
one tenant, metertd separately and charged 
to the housing authority. Two-way switch- 
ing requires careful attention if care in 
usage is to be encouraged. Human nature 
is such that the same care is not exercised 
with other people’s property, and _ low- 
wattage lamps in locked bulkhead fittings 
will probably be found necessary. 

The wear on uncovered wooden stairs 
may justify the provision of lino pads, for 
it 1s too much to expect that tenant will 
provide stair covering common to other 
users. 

Secondary access to each flat, although 
not required under the Public Health Act 
for buildings with the top floor less than 
20 ft. above street level, is considered 
to be a primary necessity. Usually the 
only, and most economical means, is the 

rovision of an outside steel stair. The 
anding at each level can at very little 
additional cost be extended to provide 
refuse-bin space. 

Fuel storage is best dealt with by pro- 
viding a main fuelhouse to each flat near 
the foot of the secondary stairs and a 
small supplementary store inside the 
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flat, thus enabling the man of the house 
to keep the supply sufficient for the day’s 
needs in his absence. 

There is rarely a drainage connection at 
the front of the type of terrace house the 
writer has in mc ap and in any cage the 
disposition of the rooms rarely lends itself 
to the provision of kitchen and/or bath- 
room at the front of the house. Internal 
planning for room-to-room circulation is 
therefore difficult and -one is almost 
always forced, in the interests of reasonable 
economy, to sacrifice the bathroom-to-bed- 
room circulation in order to save the more 
essential kitchen-to-living-room accegs. 


The Kitchen-Package Unit 

The kitchen-package unit will no doubt 
be a substantial contribution to a solution 
of the conversion problem when it is in 
full production. 

There is no opportunity for quantity pro- 
duction in cupboard fitments, as each plan 
presents its separate problem, and in the 
interests of reasonable economy it will pro- 
bably be found necessary to provide a 
spacious ‘‘all purpose’’ larder and a 
broom, etc., cupboard, and reduce to a 
minimum fitted cupboards. 

Water supply is a service in which some 
saving can be shown if water authorities 
can be persuaded to agree to one service 
pipe, as recommended in the Houging 
Manual, where the property is being 
adapted to flats. A general objection 
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appears to exist, and can probably }, 
summarised under three heads’ :— 

(1) Water-rate assessment. 

(2) Ability to cut off the service jn 
cases of default or non-tenancy. 

(3) A desire to reduce the pipe work 
between the stop-tap and the main ioa 
minimum, to avoid potential expenditure 
on repairs to be borne by the water 
authority. 

The first can, in any case, be overcome 
by the local authority setting a rental 
inclusive of water-rate and the water 
authority fixing the rate on the block oj 
flats. Alternatively, it can be dealt with 
in conjunction with a solution to the 
second problem by providing a stop-tap in 
the communal space (hall and stairs) which 
is always accessible and providing a lock. 
ing device for the use of the water 
authority. The third objection can be met 
by the normal footpath stop-cock which 
is often existing, combined with the in. 
clusive water-rate method named above. 
Each water authority has its own views, 
but it should be possible within the above- 
named suggestions to show substantial 
saving by close co-operation .and perse- 
verance with the water authority. 

Drastic treatment in the matter of re. 
pairs and drainage is usually necessary, 
and any suggestion of reducing the esti- 
mated cost by deleting or reducing the 
contingency sum must be strongly resisted 
in dealing with this type of property. 
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Accommodation Over Shops. 

In a ing accommodation over sh 
it is ote fant that a successful me 
necessitates drainage and light easements 
over neighbouring property. It is wise not 
automatically to dismiss the plan without 
inquiry. The writer’s authority have per- 
haps been fortunate, but they have, never- 
theless, been successful in nopnaing a 
number qf such easements by formal 
agreement. Unused and decaying property 
has an adverse effect on property in the 
vicinity, and this fact. will often influence 
a neighbouring owner’s attitude towards 
granting an easement. , 

Cost in works of this nature is rela- 
tively heavy. In terms of £ s d it can, 
of course, be argued that housing is 
part of the war legacy, and the case 
for reduction in cost can be argued only 
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The technical man-hours involved are 
considerably in excess of those used in 
normal estate building, as each individual 
property is a separate problem. In terms 
of houses I estimate very roughly on work 
carried out in my office that the same 
number of technical man-hours are re- 
quired for 10-15 conversions as would 
be required for one estate of, say, 100 
houses. 


Cost Analysis. 

Costs, compensations and rentals ob- 
viously vary much in each case, but it is 
unlikely that in any case the undertaking 
will be economical in terms of money. 
The ‘‘cost’’ analysis of one example is as 
follows :— 

Estimated value before requisitioning 
(1GRO -waltne) i. 34.025..5...2..00/.. £150 to £200 
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In assessing rents, reference is to be made 
to Ministry of Health Circular 2645, in 
which there is some. ambiguity : 

“The rent to be charged should not 
be less than the amount that the person 
occupying the premises might reasonably 
expect to pay as rent if housed in the 
normal way in the district, and so far 
as possible the aim should be to obtain 
an economic rent.” . 

The rents fixed in this case were 10s., 
12s. 6d. and 12s. 6d.—i.e., a total weekly 
income of £1 15s.—leaving a deficiency of 
13s. 1d. per week, or £34 per annum.

The Condition of the Building Industry. 
To tHe Epitor or The Builder. 

Sir,—It is with profound regret that I 
have been forced to the opinion that it is 
essential for the Press to take up the ques- 
tion of present conditions applying to the 
building industry within the London area. 

During the past month or so I have 
communicated with the Ministry of Works, 
Ministry of Labour, Trade Associations, 
etc., with no signs of any real. action to 
deal with these matters, and I feel that 
it has now become a duty to make public 
these facts. 

As a last resource I addressed a personal 

appeal to the Minister of Works some ten 
days age for an interview in order to place 
these facts before him. but I am_ still 
awaiting this appointment. Never in my 
experience of the building trade have con- 
ditions been so chaotic. There is a glaring 
and obvious lack of co-operation between 
authorities. There are no stable or con- 
sistent conditions between employers or 
employees, and there is a lack of fair and 
proper conditions between the employees 
of one firm and another. 
- Hereunder are a few only of the most 
glaring of the ambiguities :— i 
~(1)-Employees of different firms working 
practically ‘alongside each other have 
different incomes. The employees of one 
firm engaged or war damage repairs re- 
ceive Trade Union rateS of wage only. 
The employees of another firm engaged 
on. temporary house construction receive 
Trade Union rates of wage plus bonuses. 
The resultant drop in output on war 
damage repairs and the ill-feeling aroused 
by such arrangement needs no comment, 
whilst the effect upon the firms, such as 
ourselvés, engaged on war damage repairs 
is becoming disastrous. 

This matter has been reported to the 
Ministry of Works, local authority con- 
cerned, employers’ associations and em- 
pleyees’ associations. All parties agree 
that such practice is detrimental in every 
possible aspect, but notwithstanding the 
multitude of Government Departments, 
authorities, committees, etc., at present 
engaged on matters of the building trade, 
nothing changes for the better, and this 
insane state of affairs continues. 

(2) Government Departments have desig- 

nated a list of priorities which places war 
damage repairs to houses fifth. National 
Service officers and the Ministry of Labour 
frankly inform contzactors engaged on war 
damage repair contracts (originally piaced 
with them by the Ministry of Works with 
no alternaiive) that no additional labour 
ean be sent to them in view of the priority 
list, and no re ents of labour will be 
given for employees released or medical 
or other grounds. 
’ (3) Under the Essential Work Order such 
contractors are not permitted to terminate 
their contracts without losing the whole 
of their employees, and here again the 
result is somewhat obvious. My company 
was one of the first to enter into a con- 
tract withthe Ministry of Works for war 
damage repairs, which contract was sub- 
sequently transferred to the Lambeth 
Borough Council, and I fear that ulti- 
mately...unless there is an immediate 
alieration in existing conditions, we shall 
lose the. men in any case. ; 

(4) We. fully understand the feelings of 
our own employees, and, being normal 
humans like myself, they dre naturally 
disgruntled that they should be. called 
upon te do work which, in fact, requires 
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greater skill than the erection of tem- 
porary hutments and for which they re- 
ceive less payment; and our views in these 
matters are supported by the Area Officer 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. 

' (5) There are glaring examples of the 
deliberate disregard of Defence Regula- 
tion 56 (b). Firms are operating without 
licences, rates above Trade Union rates 
are being paid, and bonus payments are 
being made where they are not permissible. 
Many of these cases have been reported 
to the Ministry of Labour, but action is 
slow or almost non-existent. 

(6) Under the Essential Work Order 

employees are not allowed to leave their 
work and seek other employment without 
proper release by the National Service 
Officer. There are hundreds if not thou- 
sands of examples of men who have left 
their employment without proper release, 
and the procedure to be adopted to get 
action by the Ministry of Labour is so 
slow and cumbersome that it becomes 
almost impossible. 
“We have our personal experience of 
many employees granted their release on 
medical grounds, and our sympathies on 
this subject are with the National Service 
officers who have apparently no power to 
question a doctor’s certificate. We have 
recently had one employee who obtained 
his release in this manner on-the grounds 
of an operation which he had undergone 
fifteen months previously. 

(7) Large numbers of men are now be- 
coming redundant from aircraft factories, 
where they have, with bonus, been receiv- 
ing about 3s. 8d. per hour and are return- 
ing to the building trade in the London 
area, and under Trade Union rates. can 
receive 2s, 34d. per hour, plus certain 
small allowances, which means that these 
men now face a reduction of approxi- 
mately 334 per cent. in their income. 

(8) Under the conditions of the E.P.T. 
it is immaterial to some employers 
whether they pay rates in excess of 
Trade Union rates or pay money to the 
Inland Revenue. Here again comment is 
unnecessary. 

(9) Where our employees are on dis- 
persed sites but on separate contracts for 
private clients we are allowed by the War 
Damage Commission an overriding per- 


centage for overheads, establishment 
charges, profit, etc., of approximately 
22% per cent. When, however, our men 


are still on dispersed sites, but the con- 
tract is with one authority, such as the 
Lambeth Borough Council, we are allowed 
approximately 10 per cent: The same 
offices have to be occupied and office rent 
has to be paid, the same amount of plant, 
tools, etc., has to be provided. 

(10) Certain building materials, such as 
slates, timber, etc., are still under Govern- 
ment control, and to obtain the actual 
materials on the site a contractor, under 
the present procedure, has to go through 
three departments of the Ministry of 
Works and the merchant. 

(11) Rates of pay ‘or juvenile labour 
are controlled by Government Order. We 
have repeated instances of this Order 
being deliberately ignored. 

The control of building works and those 
engaged thereon by the various Govern- 
ment Departments appear to have entirely 
broken down. 

I do not envy the Minister of Works in 
the enormous task which faces him, but 
I do feel that those who are endeavouring 
to assist him should receive the support 
of him and his colleagues by immediate 
action to abolish the anomalies men- 
tioned herein, upon which, if space 
permitted, I could, I regret to say, greatly 
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enlarge. Needless to say, I and many 
others engaged in a similar manner in the 
industry would welcome the opportunity 
to assist in rectifying this unhappy state 
of affairs. 

In conclusion, may I suggest that, 
having fought a war for six years for 
ideals, surely the obvious basis for the 
solution of our many post-war problems 
will: be to follow those very ideals for 
which men have fought and died. In all 
sincerity I therefore propose that in the 
building trade it is only logical to suggest 
agreed Trade Union rate of wages and 
working conditions, such rates of wages 
to be pro rata with the other industries 
of the country, but that each Trade 
Union rate should have a margin to give 
the employer his rightful and _ proper 
choice of discriminating between the good, 
the fair and the indifferent worker, and 
that. all other forms of bonuses, étc., 
should be cancelled forthwith. In my 
opinion the vast majority of operatives 
would welcome this arrangement.

PARKING FACILITIES IN 
TOWNS 


In our overcrowded cities the question 
of adequate parking for both public and 
private vehicles has become acute, and the 
difficulties have been summarised in a short 
pamphlet* issued by the British Road 
Federation. .To put the: points made in 
this as briefly as possible, we find that the 
use of vehicles is hampered and restricted 
through lack of provision for parking; that 
leaving them on traffic routes is both 
dangerous and uneconomic; in busy areas 
land is often too valuable to be so utilised, 
and the alternatives of low-level or multi- 
level parking have to be considered. 

Public services on definite routes require 
more liberally planned stations at definite 
points where these serve interchanges or 
important centres, and for. private cars it 
is desirable to combine parking with the 
normal garage services. - Commercial and 
other distributive businesses should provide 
for loading and unloading within their own 
premises ; while places of public entertain- 
ment ought to afford parking accommoda- 
tion for their patrons. In some measure 
these practices have been adopted, but by 
no means to the extent that is necessary. 
On a smaller scale advantage should be 
taken of any positions where lay-bys can 
be formed in which vehicles can remain for 
a short period, such as. casual calls, view- 
points, etc. 

It is urged that parking space being an 
essential complement to road access, its 
provision should be the definite responsi- 
bility of governing authorities, where it has 
not boos done by private enterprise ; that 
all possible positions should be utilised, 
and that in planning or replanning schemes 
the car parks should be given an appro- 
priate place. It is preferred that parking 
should be just as free as the use of the 
road, but if this is not found practicable, 
charges, proportional to time, can be im- 
posed, but it is urged that they should be 
kept at a low figure to encourage the use 
of the car parks. Where an attendant is 
employed this would, of course, justify a 
charge. The use of streets carrying little 
traffic for this purpose is not advised, as 
detrimental to the quiet of the inhabitants. 
Other relevant points are also given con- 
sideration, and the advantage of differ- 
ences in level enabling the park to be en- 
tered from the lower one is mentioned.

COMMUNITY RESTAURANTS IN DESIGN 


THERE IS EVIDENCE THAT A NUMBER OF 
local authorities are considering apply- 
Py for power to continue in peace time 
a limited service of British Restaurants, 
primarily for the use of industrial and 
commercial workers. Furthermore, the 
popularity of this type of restaurant 
makes it probable that at least some com- 
mercial caterers will open similar restau- 
rants after the war. In 1943 the London 
Council of Social Service, having these 
possibilities in mind, carried out a de- 
tailed survey of some 40 communal 
restaurants in London, and subsequently 
issued a report on the social value and 
implications of such restaurants. The 
present publication ‘‘ Community Restau- 


rants in Design,” which is in the nature 
of a sequel to the previous report, gives 
alternative plans for a ‘“‘ Model” Com- 


munity Restaurant, together with a 
written report and short appendices on 
construction and costs.* 

The plans were prepared for the council 
by two architects working in conjunction 
with the council’s research group on 
communal feeding. They are intended to 
demonstrate the main principles of desi 
which should be incorporated in the 
building of the restaurants, if these are 
to be a success. The two plans given, one 
of which is reproduced above, differ 
little in demand on ground space or esti- 
mated cost; either plan is considered 
suitable for use as a community restau- 
rant only, or else in association with a 
wider scheme in which such a restaurant 
was one of the features, The plans have 
further been designed so that the restau-

rants could be one-storey buildings or, 
alternatively, a ground floor of a block of 
flats or offices. 

In the dining hall much attention is 
paid both to the comfort of the diners 
and the convenience of the staff. “It is 
not too much to say,” remark the writers, 
“that the restaurant is less or more 
attractive to the average diner in so far 
as he is impressed by its relative conges- 
tion or spaciousness, as he conveys his

loaded tray to the table of his choice.” 
A distance of 4 ft. 6 in. is recommended 
between table and table, with broad 
gangway space for the movement of 
trolleys. It is suggested that a small 
coffee room snould be attached; in the 
experience of the Research Group, this 
gives the restaurant an agreeable “club” 
atmosphere, as well as enabling the 
dining tables to be more rapidly cleared 
for newcomers. 

The Report states that the kitchen 
should be ample and says that the two 

uiding principles which have been 

ollowed were of ensuring free movement 

about the kitchen and of depart- 
mentalising the work as far as possible. 
The kitchen equipment has been given, 
in some degree, open access from all 
sides; and the washing-up room has been 
so sited that trolleys can carry away the 
dirty dishes without cutting across the 
movement of the diners. 

The plans provide for a cafeteria ser- 
vice, but long queues are not expected, 
and it is believed that the queue would 
flow rapidly once a regular clientele were 
established. The kind of customer the 
report has in mind is the office and com- 
mercial employee and the worker in a 
small factory. Before the war there was 
insufficient provision for such workers. 

The details of the plans were worked 
out by the architects in conjunction with 
members of the Research Group of the 
London Council of Social Service, 
manageresses ‘of communal restaurants 
and other experts. Whilst it is realised 
that because of various local factors, 
neither plan is likely to be adopted as it 
stands, it is suggested that the aes 
should be seriously considered, and if 
possible followed, wherever such restau- 


rants are built.

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BUILDING WORK 
REVIEW OF CODE 
By S. HOOKWAY, F.S.1. 


Tue new Code for the Measurement of 
Building Work in Small Dwelling-houses, 
of which advance copies were issued in 
July to those in urgent need of them, is 
now available at large, published -by the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution and the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, price 5s. 

The document is, both in its pocket size 
and in the nature of .its contents, a baby 
brother to the Standard Method of 
Measurement of Building Works. The 
briefest commentary would be to say that 
it is a conservative document, and that, 
although it is not the Standard Method of 
Measurement, it does not depart in essence 
from those standards of methed of 
measurement upon which the major docu- 
ment is founded. 

The new Code is an abridgment devoted 
to housing, and it is specifically designed 
“to meet the requirements of builders 
experienced in pricing such work.’ This 
is the important point of principle. 
Abridgment of the Standard. Method of 
Measurement is not open to objection 
when applied to a single given type of 
building work, such as housing, because 
the labour factor (to which the abridg- 
ment is mainly related) does not vary 
appreciably between one type of house 
and another where traditional methods 
and standardised planning are observed, 
and hence, on the basis of experience and 
with judicious costing, the inclusive 
labour factor appropriate to any given 
usage of materials can be assessed with- 
out undue risk. Abridgment has never 
been a wholly popular suggestion, neither 
with surveyors nor with contractors, for 
reasons that it is unnecessary to discuss 
here, but it must be recognised that an 
ad hoc abridgment, such as this is, has 
advantages beyond those merely concerned 
with the stress of these present times. 
The fundamental principle of quantity 
surveying, however, must always be main- 
tained—‘‘fully, completely and accurately 
to represent the work to be contracted 
for.”” In this instance the skill of the 
estimator is called upon to a greater de- 
gree, inasmuch as his experience has to 
provide part of that requirement ex- 
pressed in the word fully. 


The Scope of the Abridgment. 

It will assist in an appreciation of the 
scope af the abridgment if one attempts 
to indicate ‘‘ how the thing was done.” 

The various devices by which ‘the 
Standard Method of Measurement has 
been pruned may be broadly classified 
under the following ten headings. 

1. Omission from the S.M.M. of all 
sections or clauses not likely to be re- 
quired for small dwelling-houses, with the 
proviso expressly stated that, if there 
is work to be measured that is not in- 
cluded in the Code, then the S.M.M. shall 
apply (for instance, patent fire-resisting 
floors, flats, etc.). This category probably 
accounts for the major reduction so far 
as the size of the document is concerned. 

Amalgamation of classifications 
where the 8.M.M. is particularly analyti- 
eal (for instance, the S.M.M. has specific 
items for reinforcement in floors, roofs, 
walls, beams, columns, and each separate 
member of a concrete structure; the new 
Code has two classifications only—floors, 
rod‘s and walls and beams, columns, etc.). 

3. Telescowittg into the pricing of bulk 
items those labours of which the measured 
value chiefly represents’ a. stoppage for 
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setting out; and also items such as holes 
for pipes, bedding and. pointing, etc., of 
which a small dwelling-house has a 
limitedly calculable average requirement 
(for instance, taking Brickwork in the 
8.M.M., all clauses from 22 to 33 inclu- 
sive are omitted, except for fair cutting 
to squint and birdsmouth, and splays and 
rounded angles); such labours are not, 
however, entirely ignored, for an item is 
required to be given at the commencement 
of the appropriate trade, mentioning each 
specific labour that is so dealt with. 

4. Incorporation in the. description of 
superficial or running items of numerical 
labours applicable thereto, such as are 
usually ‘‘ written short’’ in billing (for 
instance, angles, stops, etc., to skirtings, 
coves and the like). 

5. Acquisition by all items requiring it 
of the formwork or centring necessary ‘or 
moulding, casing or temporary support 
(for instance, all concrete items poured 
in situ acquire their formwork and sup- 
ports). 

6. Doubling up of items separately 
taken in the S.M.M. (a few only, for 
instance, tiled hearths and screeds for 
same; metal lathing and the plaster item 
to which it applies). 

7. Integration into one detailed descrip- 
tion of the various components for a 
built-up unit requiring separate measure- 
ment in the more punctilious 8.M.M. (for 
instance, brick fireplaces, staircases). 

8. Recognition of the fact that certain 
units are now factory made and standar- 
dised in the type of building here catered 
for, items which formerly it was usual to 
have made in the builders’ workshops; 
wherefore numerical measurement. is more 
appropriate than superficial or lineal 
measurement (for instance, wood sashes 
and doors, and frames and linings to both 
are enumerated in the Code). 

9. Simplification of such complex sec- 
tions in the S.M.M. as internal plumbing. 
This is effected in two ways :— 
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(a) The measurement of service pipes is 
unified in method; all types—lead, wrot 
iron, steel and copper—being measured 
the total running length with no require- 
ment to separate short lengths or to 
measure any joint branches or jointing 
fittings in the pipe runs. 

(b) Sanitary fittings absorb into their 
fixing descriptions their immediate short 
lengths of pipe connection,- and traps, 
wastes, overflows, etc., and all joints. 

10. Amendment of the specific mode of 
measurement. This probably caused the 
compilers more heart-searching than any 
of the other categories. The outstanding 
example is in the measurement of windows, 
these being taken overall glass, in super- 
ficial measurement. 

For some trades the S.M.M. is‘ retained 
intact. Hacavator and Drainlayer remain 
‘‘as you were,’ because the new Code 
does not include for the abridgment of 
measurement of foundations or external 
services. Mason remains as 8.M.M., pre- 
sumably because the amount of stone- 
mason’s work likely to be found in small 
dwelling-houses is so little. Asphalter and 
Slater and Tiler remain unchanged. Both 
are short trades in the S.M.M.; neither 
lends itself to abridgment to an appreciable 
extent, and these trades are frequently sub- 
let The only other retentions in toto are 
various sub-sections, such as Zineworker 
and Coppersmith, etc. 


Use of New Materials. 

Work involving the use of new materials 
by. the traditional trades is automatically 
embraced to the Code if it is practicable 
to measure it according to the principles 
of the Code. Standard units of any sort 
are to be enumerated and the fixing and 
contingent work measured separately. With 
these exceptions it is stipulated that where 
work to be measured is not included in 
or covered by the Code the S.M.M. is to 
be brought in to augment the Code. 

As an indication of some of the altera- 
tions in units of measurement that will 
have to be appreciated we might pick out 
one or two noteworthy items from each 
trade such as have not been touched on 
above. 

Concretor. Formwork is to be described 
and included with the item to which it 
relates. This is reflected in the amended 
mode of measurement of curbs. piers, 
columns, struts, bearers and the like now 
being required in feet run instead of in 
feet cube as in the 8.M.M. 

Bricklayer. Nine-inch walls come in for 
separate measurement, whether faced or 
not. 

The alternative method of measuring 
hollow walls in separate leaves is omitted. 

Arches in facings are to be given in 
feet run or enumerated, instead of an 
feet super, as in the § : 

Carpenter. Structural timber is to be 
“‘ grouped accogding to the purpose of its 
use.” Thus, afl roof timbers may go intu 
one item provided that each member and 
scantling is separately mentioned. 

Joiner. A new item appears, the useful- 
ness of which is not readily apparent— 
namely : ‘* All work required to be primed, 
knotted and stopped before delivery shall 
be so described.”’ In view of the fact that 
this may lead to an additional sub-section 
to the one billed in Pasnter, the value of 
this particularisation appears somewhat 
problematical. 

Staircases now being described in detail 
and enumerated, one might consider that 


* a requirement to provide a sketch showing 


layout in plan would save a lot of trouble 
in many cases. 

An example of wholesale abridgment 
occurs where the 8.M.M. group of clauses 
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Joiner 8 to 18 inclusive, comprising 55 sub- 
clauses, becomes reduced to six short and 
simple clauses in the Code, without any 
sub-clauses. 

Plasterer. Measurement superficial - in 
narrow widths is omitted in the Code and 
all reveals up to 12 in. wide are medsured 
run. Only rounded angles, or angles exe- 
cuted in a different material, require to be 
measured. 


Plumber. External. Running labours 
included in clauses"1 ‘f) and (h) of the 
§.M.M. are thrown on to the weight item 
in the Cede, but numerical items in clause 1 
(g) remain to be detailed. 

Internal. Size, length, and method of 
fixing put a finish to all required measure- 
ment of service piping in the Code. 

Painter. Painting on doors, frames and 
window linings, including their archi- 
traves, comes into the Code within the 
scope of a general category, “‘ not exceed- 
ing 12 in.’’ running measurement. 


The New Code in Practice. 

It has been shown in actual practice by 
measuring a typical house of Ministry of 
Works Standard, beth in accordance with 
the Standard Method of Measurement and 
under the new Code, that the number of 
items in the bill under the latter system 
is reduced by 45 per cent. as compared 
with the former for work above dam 
proof course. This is a very worth-while 
result from the point of view of saving 
technical man-hours, both in the quantity 
surveyor’s and the builder’s offices. 

A suggestion is made in the Preface to 
the Code that bills prepared under its 
rules should include full descriptions of 
materials, and where, vecessary describe 
items separately as regards their location 
in the work, so as to render unnecessary 
the issue of a separate specification. The 
first part of the suggestion presents no 
novelty, but the latter idea, if pushed a 
little further, would to a more or less 
serious extent take away from the quantity 
surveyor part of what he has gained on 
the time factor and would begin again to 
pile up the number of billed items which 
it has been the object of the Code to re- 
duce. Rather would it seem proper, and 
certainly more in keeping with the divi- 
sion of duties, that the drawings should 
be so annotated as to render a specification 
unnecessary with the quantity surveyor’s 
compliance with regard to description of 
materials. 

A final word as to the use of the Code 
by beginners to quantity surveying. Will 
not the tendency be to commence with the 
smaller and more compact Code and*pro- 
ceed later to the Standard Method? Will 
not the novice therefore be tempted to run 
before he has learned to walk? But that 
is no criticism of the new Code; merely a 
word in (or is it out of ?) due season. 


Public Lighting Engineers.

WE regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Walter Bakley Hudson, secretary of the 
Institute of Registered Architects, a post 
he took over in 1940 after serving for some 
years as a member of the Council.

His unwavering 
sense of justice and fair dealing character- 
ised his approach to the many problems 
calling for solution by both Committees 
and Council. He, moreover possessed 
those all too rare qualities of restraint and 
clarity in submitting his arguments. His 
fearlessness in debate, his concern for the 
prestige of the profession and his manifest 
sincerity never failed to impress his col- 
leagues, who held him in high regard and 
indeed with affection. 

Hudson’s activities extended beyond pro- 
fessional matters to the welfare of the 
community amongst whom he lived.

Gas Incinerators. 


The Press Officer (Miss J. Monypenn 
of the British Gas - Council a4 
to point out that in our report (June 
8) of Miss Muriel Gee’s lecture to 
the Housing Centre on the subject of con- 
verting old houses into new flats, the 
chairman, Miss Adburgham, asked about 
domestic incinerators, stating that no 
house over 25 years old was properly 
equipped with an incinerator, and sug- 
gesting that the gas and electrical in- 
dustries should be urged to produce such 
an appliance. Miss Monypenny writes: 

I am sure it would be of interest to your 
teaders to know that two sizes of domestic 
incinerators—the Davis ‘‘ Burn-all” and 
the’ Sugg—were in common use before 
the war, manufactured and supplied by the 
gas industry. There was never, of course, 
a very big domestic demand for these gas 
incinerators, because a large number of 
urban dwellers had coke boilers in their 
houses in which all rubbish was burned, 
and, of course, as far as the country is 
concerned, the burning of rubbish is an 
easy matter. Most of the usere of these 
incinerators were business premises. 
They were very easy to fix and keep clean, 
and were completely odourless in 
operation; they performed their duties 
with safety ha eaanyn f speed and 
economy, and any kind of garbage, wet or 
dry, could be burned rapidly. 
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REQUISITIONED LAND AND 
WAR |WORKS ACT, 1945—2 
By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C. 

Parr I. 


The War Works Commission. 

As stated in our previous article, which 
was introductory to this series, the Com- 
mission ' dealing with this Act has now 
been appointed by His Majesty. No mem. 
ber: of the House of Commons can be a 
member of the Commission. 

Sec. 2. Lays down the procedure. to 
be followed - before -any land is requi- 
sitioned. The Commission has power to 
cause all necessary inquiries to be made, 
and to use its discretion as to giving every 
or any interested. person opportunities of 
making oral or written representations as 
to his objections to the acquisition, or his 
alleged suffering thereby. Also it may 
cause a local inquiry to be held, and control 
matters relating to the summoning of wit- 
nesses thereto, and the production of docu- 
ments thereat, also the «costs thereof. 
Sec. 290 (2) b (5) of the Local Government 
Act, 1933, is to apply in the same way 
as it applies to a local inquiry, but all 
references: to a department reading as 
references to the mission. -In brief, 
these provisions are as follows :— 

Any person may be summoned as a wit- 
ness and examined on oath or after having 
subscribed to a declaration. When a 
witness is required to travel more than 10 
miles from his place of residence his ex- 
penses must be paid. Any person neglect- 
ing to attend, or refusing to produce 
documents, is liable to a fine and imprison- 
ment. Costs incurred by the Commission 
are recoverable, and the Commission may 
make orders as to costs but no local 
authority is to be ordered to pay costs 
unless it is a party to the inquiry; and 
for the purposes of sub-section 5 the Minis- 
ter making the proposals which the inquiry 
is considering is a party to the inquiry, 
and costs thereof -may be order as 
against him. 

Sec. 3. The Commission can be dis- 
solved when it has no further matters to 
deal with. 

Parr II. 


New Temporary Powers of Acquisition of 

Land by Minister. 

Sec. 4. Ministers who have power to 
acquire land under ‘‘ the Defence Acts’ 
(the Minister of War Transport, the Post- 
master General and the Minister of Works) 
can acquire any land on which government 
war work has been done, or which ‘as 
been damaged by government war use, 
if such work or damage has occurred 
during the war period by, or by arrange- 
ment with, a Minister, or under his emer- 
gency powers. ‘‘The Defence Acts” 
means the Defence Acts of 1842 to 1938, 
as amended, extended or applied by or 
under any enactment, including this (1945) 
Act, and Sec, 7 of the Land’s Clauses Con- 
solidation Acts Amendment Act, 1860, and 
Sec. 7 of the Militia (Land and Buildings) 
Act, 1873, and in the case of the Ad- 
miralty, the provisions of Sections 9 to 19 
of the Admiralty Land and Works Act, 
1864. 

Sec. 5 gives power to the Crown to 
acquire government war works on such 
land which have been constructed in the 
course of government war work, if they 
were constructed wholly or partly at the 
expense of the Crown, or some cther person 
having no interest (or a limited interest) 
in the land. This power extends to the 
site of the works and to any contiguous 
or adjacent land if in the opinion of the 
Minister such land must be held with the 


site of the works in order that they may | 


be properly utilised and maintained. © 
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It is left to thé Minister to determine (a) 
whether the value of the works ought, on 
the acquisition of the land, .to be preserved 
either for the ‘Crown, or for any other 
person, for the carrying on of the trade 
or business for which the original expense 
was incurred: (b) Whether the right to 
use the works ought by the acquisition of 
the land to be preserved or secured either 
for the Crown or for some other person 
having no interest or a limited interest, in 
the land. (c) Whether the right to deter- 
mine the use to which the works have been 
put ought, by the acquisition of the land, 
to be secured for the Crown. 

Sec..6.. Whether there are government 
war works on the land or not, land which 
has been damaged.by government use can 
also be acquired when the value of the 
land has been diminished by such use if, 
in the opinion of the Minister, it is de- 
sirable in the public interest that the land 
shculd be dealt with in a particular manner 
with a view to total or partial rehabilita- 
tion of population, and Af it is only likely 
to be so dealt with if it is acquired. This 
power of acquisition is to extend not only 
to the land the value of which has been 
diminished, but also to any contiguous or 
adjacent land which, in the opinion of the 
Minister, must also be held with the land 
of diminished value, in order that the land 
may be properly dealt with, 

Sec. 7. Easements and other rights ex- 
isting over any other land can be acquired 
if they are essential to the full enjoyment 
of the land acquired. Also if there are 
government works on the land acquired 
the Minister may discharge or modify them 
and likewise deal with any covenants as 
to building thereon, in order that he may 
retain the works and ensure that these 
covenants do not prevent or impede their 
reasonable user of the works for public or 
private purposes as intended. Similarly 
the Minister can acquire any easements or 
rights over any other land if they are 
essential to the intended use of land 
acquired. 

Compensation is payable when such dis- 
charge or modification of covenants and 
easements, above outlined, lessens the 
value of the interest of any person entitled

Professional Practice. 

The examination in professional prac- 
tice for students of schools of architecture 
recognised for exemption from the R.I.B.A. 
Final Examination was held in London 
and Edinburgh on July 10-12, 1945. Three

A DISAPPEARING BED 


Tue “ Put-u-up’’ settee-bed shown in 
the accompanying illustrations is designed 
for single-room apartments, as it can be 
closed up into a recess, leaving the floor 
clear. When closed, there is nothing to 
show that there is a bed in the room, the 
two doors having the appearance of cup- 
board or wardrobe doors. The bed is 
easily installed, being only screwed to, the 
floor of the recess. This recess is 1 ft. 5 in. 
back to front, 4ft. 6in. wide for a 4-ft. 
bed, and 6ft. Yin. high. To bring the bed 
into use it is. only necessary to open the 
doors, take hold of the upper portion of 
the bed and lower it to the floor. It is 
then a bed of normal height, complete with 
a spring-filled mattress. The pillows and 
bedding can be tucked round the mattress 
and all closed into the recess, thus saving 
the necessity of making the bed up when 
required. The mechanism is so well 
balanced that any adult, by lifting on the 
foot end, can close it into the recess. The 
bed can be made in a single size with 
corresponding reduction in the width of 
the recess. It is manufactured by Messrs. 
Greaves & Thomas, Ltd., of Northwold- 
road, Clapton, E.5.

BOOK REVIEWS 
More Advanced Quantity, Surveying. | By 


ARTHUR J. WILLIS, 

Crosby, Lockwood & Son, Ltd. _Price 

25s. net. Third Ediition. 

This. well-known work, which gives 
examples of taking off-to the standard 
required for the Final Examination (Quan- 
tities Sub-division) of the Chartered Sur- 
veyors’ Institution, has now reached its 
third edition. This is substantially the 
same as the earlier editions. 

The examples are selected to include the 
more complicated and less ordinary types 
of work in the various trades. They are 
based on carefully detailed drawings 
(selected from suitable buildings and past 
examination questions) drawn to a large 
scale so that dimensions can be scaled off. 
The complete taking off is given, together 
with notes which give the requirements of 
the Standard Method of Measurement and 

‘make it possible for the examples to be 
followed easily. It is this method of 
careful analysis and systematic taking off 
that makes the book so valuable as a text- 
book for students and as a reference book 
for practising surveyors. 


The Rehousing of Britain. By Joun 
Mapce, in ‘‘The Target for To- 
morrow ”’ series. The Pilot Press, Ltd. 
Price 4s. 6d. net. 

This book is a survey of the influences 
that will affect the satisfactory provision 
of houses. Its arguments lead to the con- 
clusions that research must be conducted 
into the materials and the technique of 
building in all its aspects; that there 
should be an emphasis on speed in supply- 
ing temporary houses; that legislation for 
permanent building should be on the basis 
of performance and amenity standards, 
eliminating restrictive bye-laws that have 
prohibited real advances; the Govern- 
ment building labour trade policy should 
provide for changes in building technique ; 
the Government should assume responsi- 


bility. for providing homes for poor fami- 
lies; and that all reconstruction should be 
within the framework of a strongly ad- 
ministered national development pattern. 
These are conclusions that will find a 
large. measure of agreement, and the argu- 
ments that lead to them will be of special 
interest to the building trade which will 
be required to implement any Government 
decisions in the matter. A. B. W.

CULVERTS 


Culverts may be laid as precast pipes or 
constructed in situ ; in either case they should 
be reinforced with BRC fabric, Although 
pipes are suitable for small culverts, the 
larger culverts and those which are required 
to carry heavy loads are more conveniently 
constructed in situ. 

Pipe culverts are usually laid on a concrete 
bed and are then haunched up for greater 
strength. The in situ type may be made of 
any form. Usually the cross section is either 
curved, circular or box shaped. 

The thickness of the concrete and the gauge

Reinforced concrete culverts show a sub- 
stantial economy in cost as compared with 
the older types of brick arched culverts with 
inverts, and are fully adequate to sustain 
the heavy loading and vibration of modern 
road traffic,

At the Irish Works of the Ford Motor Company 
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F all the customers for electricity generated under the Shannon 
Scheme, the Ford Motor Company is probably the largest. The 
Electricity Supply Board provided a transformer station at the Ford 

Works, Marina, Cork, and this view was taken during ifs construction by 
Messrs. Siemens Schuckert (Ireland) Ltd. The subsoil surrounding the structure has on 
been described as a mass of waterlogged vegetation and, as the photograph 
clearly shows, the water comes right to the surface.
